QuickShipments. Best Goods. 
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Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


Although March treated us very badly, without any question 
April appears to be inclined to make up for all deficiencies, We 
have simply been wallowing in spring weather this week, with 
genuine normal temperatures prevailing at present. The sky is 
almost without a cloud; what snow the last of March gave us is 
rapidly disappearing from all over the land, and even the spring 
freshets are quickly passing away. - These indications are that 
the spring temperatures will control during the month and if 
they do, according to all old sailors we will have an equable and 
ordinary summer for this year. With the weather favorable the 
only notable cloud in the sky at present is in the form of labor. 
strikes. 

The country in general has to be thankful to the coal people 
for having allowed the winter to have passed without opening the 
coal strike; but the indications are that this season has been 
taken for this movement in the anticipation that it is going to 
be a long and severe struggle, what is usually known as a fight 
to the finish, and if there must be starvation and suffering it can 
be borne better In spring and early summer than in the severe 
season of winter. Unquestionably the American people are gen- 
erally coming to the conculsion that both parties are at fault; the 
laborer himself in acting unwisely by demanding a shorter day’s 
work for the same pay, without sufficient notice to the employer; 
the employers or operators on the other hand are undoubtedly 
foolish in compelling the laboring classes to force their views, 
especially when just, upon the employers, thus getting possess- 
ion of the situation and enforcing terms. Long ago in all these 
matters of coal, and building, etc., the employers should have 
come together, have obtained actual statistics of the quantity of 
work necessary to be done and the number of people there are to 
do it; statistics which would be easily accessible by them. And 
then dividing the work among those who had to live by doing it, 
have fixed the hours of the days work and tie pay per hour; 
locking up their factories and mines against any excess of this 
period. There is'no other solution of these troubles that will 
continue. A Bureau of such statistics among the employers will 
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always be needed, and it is the only basis of employment and the 
only foundation of solid prices. 

The lack of proper distribution of products by reason of the 
lack of money among the employes may go a long way towards 
demoralizing business this year, as it does not look as if there 
was much hope of a compromise at an early day. Five hundred 
thousand men taken out of employment and deprived of their 
weekly wages must have a bad effect upon the regular comsump- 
tion; but that is the view of the situation at present. 

There appears to be however just at the present writing no 
special cause for pessimism in respect to the steel and iron trade, 
and the general manufacturing line of business throughout the 
country. There is nothing the matter with the outlook for crops 
of all kinds, and if business does not continue good for the 
summer it will be mankind’s own fault. 

In the canned goods lines matters are’ progressing towards a 
normal condition. The first article which comes upon the pack- 
ers’ list according to season, namely peas, is getting into stronger 
position every day. There have been advances during the past 
week of about 5c per dozen for standards and the whole market 
for peas is described by brokers as in excellent condition. We 
noted last week, that the cheaper grades were advancing. The 
information this week is that standards are-very nearly cleaned 
up, and in the regular order of demand they have become the sole 
supply for cheapest grades. Extras in both standards and early 
Junes haved advanced to 85c and there are scarcely any cheap 
grades of peas to be had now. 

The next article on the list after peas will be pineapples; and 
we are informed that there has been large business done in them 
during the past two weeks. Prices for new goods to be packed 
are for standard E. C. sliced $1.00 extras $1.25, fancy $1.80; No. 
1 extras goc; grated No. 2 standard $1.10; extras $1.40; No. 3 
pie grated 65c; gallon pie grated $1.80 

In corn considerable business has been done all along the 
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Atlantic coast in future orders during the past week. It is evi- 
dent from the style of these orders that jobbers and retailers are 
both taking care of the best quality of their customers. It is 
anticipated from this that cheap grades of corn will be plentiful 
later on in the season but are not in demand at present. Local 
quotations are 45 to’55¢ per dozen, orders having been placed for 
Harford County shoe peg corn at 52'sc. Orders for Maine style 
corn to be packed are being taken at 52}2c regular; but packers 
are not anxious for such orders. 

New York and Maine style corn to be packed in this State 
is generally quoted at 55c to 65c. New York is taking orders 
for corn all the way from 55c¢ to 75c, and Maine is about 1oc 
higher. We believe the better qualities of corn are attracting the 
most attention. 

Beans of all kinds are firm and we will probably have a 
strong, busy season on string, lima and baked beans. String 
beans are quoted at 50c to 55c¢ for standards, and brokers say the 
market is likely to advance. 

In fruits there is little or no change, as pineapples we believe 
have more attention than anything else. Quotations on peaches 
show no change from last week; No. 2 standards, white, are 
quoted at $1.00; yellow at $1.05; No. 3 standard white at $1.50 
and yellow $1.55; extra yellow $1.75. 

Oysters. The passage by the Legislature of the Haman 
Oyster Bill and also of the Bill prohibiting the selling of seed 
oysters out of the State has had the effect of much strengthening 
the oyster situation. No. 1 standards are quoted at 7o0c; 10-02. 
at $1.40; 4-0z. 65c¢ and 8-oz. $1.30. These figures are likely to 
hold until September. We may expect developments in the 
oyster business now that later on will affect values. 

In tomatoes there has been a slight advance as was expected. 
This advance has been only about 2!2c to 5c per dozen. No. 3 
standards are quoted now at $1.05 regular here; No. 3 seconds 
97 12c to $1.00; No. 2 full standards Soc to 82!4c, and seconds at

to operate the factories.”’ 


New Y ork Market 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, April 4.—Probably no canned goods dealer in 
this market was sorry to see March go out. It brought the only 
winter the season has produced, but coming at such an unseason- 
able time it demoralized trade and created more or less unfavor- 
able conditions. The month closed with rather more inquiry, 
but with little actual increase in business. Holders have allowed 
their stock to go in some instances below what it was actually 
worth, but they felt compelled to do that in order to secure any 
business. 

Tomatoes.—A speculative interest of some magnitude has 
developed in the market. This has created a stronger and firm- 
er feeling and a bid of $1.0244 was declined on a big block of 
standard Maryland 3s. The buyer then offered $1.05, and that 
was also declined. Undoubtedly, however, it is still possible to 
do some business at $1.05 f. 0. b. factory on full standard Mary- 
land 3s, though few will say that offers at that price will be ac- 
cepted. Ordinary standard Maryland 3s are still available at 
$1.02% factory, with a possibility that a bid of $1.00 would do 
business. It is reported that considerable sales have been made 
in the South. One report is that 35,000 cases were sold in one 
block. The syndicate is reported a buyer. A Western concern 
is said to be in the market for 25,000 cases, but no evidence of a 
sale is obtainable. One local buyer is reported to have taken 
20,000 cases at $1.05. 

Corn.—It is reported from Maine that leading corn packers 
have succeeded in getting together and that the price cutting on 
Maine goods will now cease. It is said that no future Maine

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corn can be obtained below 8oc f. 0. b. Portland for fancy. It 
is the intention of the combined interests to advance prices to 
82%4c f. 0. b. Portland. Quotations made by small packers are 
to be ignored, no matter how low they are. These have been 
the disturbing influence in the Maine corn situation from the 
start. There is a fair business in Southern futures at soc f. o. b. 
factory. No Western. futures are offered. New York State 
packers are not urging future sales. No special offering of spot 
state or Southern corn is made, though soc is still quoted. Good 
Maine corn is scarce. There is plenty of Western corn at 45c¢ de- 
livered, but quality is below the ideas of buyers and sales are 
light. 

Asparagus.—Spot stocks are scarce and holders are firm in 
their views. It is difficult to obtain anything beyond the actual 
daily requirements of business. 

Salmon.—A steady jobbing demand for salmon is noted in 
all varieties and the tone of the market is firm. A sale of 2,200 
cases of red Alaska talls for shipment from the Coast was made 
at 85c¢ net cash f. 0. b. Spot holdings are quoted at $1.00 to 
$1.0244 here. A fair offering of sockeye talls is reported, but 
flats and halves are in small supply and firm. Pink is unchang- 
ed, but a shade more demand is reported. 

Sardines.—The market is steady, but is wholly jobbing in 
demand. 

Fruits.—The market is firm on all the principal grades, with 
a fair business reported from second hands in both peaches and 
apricots.

Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


The market for spot tomatoes is quieter and apparently standard No, 3 
goods are offered as low as $1.02" delivered here. Most of the holdings 
outside of the syndicate are to be had at $1.05, according to report, and there 
is said to be stock that can be had at $1.00f. 0. b. Generally when concess- 
ions are made the quality of the goods explains the price reduction, but full 
standards are not hard to find at the foregoing prices. The market is a 
waiting one at the moment. The demand for canned corn is dull, For fu- 
ture delivery corn shows some signs of life. The offers at 75¢ f. 0. b. for 
Maine pack have upset the market, and there is a report that he larger pack- 
ers are meeting the quotations of the smaller fellows. Grocers, however, are 
holding off for the present, in order to get a line on the situation and out- 
look. Nothing new from the California asparagus-packing section. Peas 
are in some demand and firm, with desirable kinds tending upward. Fruits 
are quiet. In California the outlook for canned fruits is serious, owing to 
unusual weather conditions. Salmon is firmly held. Red Alaska fish is 
showing more strength.—.Verchants’ Review. 

Philadelphia. 

The tomato market is in much the same position as last week. The 
syndicate is still refusing to sell below $1.15, though there are fair offerings 
of outside tomatoes at $1.02'5 to $1.07. From all appearances, however, 
these must be limited in quantity, as an offer to buy 25,000 cases at $1.05 
found no takers during the week, as there seems to be no body with that 
many to sell. Future tomatoes are in fair demand, and the inquiry for spot 
goods seems to be breezing up somewhat. Corn is unchanged—being dull, 
weak and nerveless. Future corn is in some little request. Shoepeg spot 
corn is in much better condition than the other grades, as less of it was 
packed. -Spot Maine corn is going begging at a price of less than 7o cents 
per dozen. Peas are unchanged, steady and active. There is some request 
for future peas. Future peas are hard to buy in any quantity. Peaches are 
quiet. There is a reasonable inquiry for spot pie peaches. Apples are firm 
and searce. Some holders of New York gallons are asking $3.50, which 
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dia may get a little later. The Baltimore line is unchanged and dull, as is 
the California line.—Gvocery World. 
Boston. | 

There has been an enormous sale and consumption of cheap grades of 
corn, Spot corn is going very rapidly. The market is a little firmer under 
the extra demand, and will do better from now out. 

Canned peas continue in good demand, and the market is firm. 
will be. practically cleaned up before new goods come forward, 

Blueberries will go out practically clean. 

Gallon apples are exceedingly firm, and there are practically no goods 
being offered from first hands. Never in the history of the business has the 
gallon apple market been so completely cleaned up. 

Spot tomatoes are somewhat firmer, and we anticipate higher prices be- 
fore very long. 

The salmon market is improving and growing stronger all the time. 

Sockeye salmon are strong on the coast and the same is true with re- 
gard to Columbia river. Never in the history of the business has salmon 
been in such a strong position as at the present time; and as the consump- 
tive season arrives the market will go stronger and higher. 

We have nothing special to report this week on Singapore pineapples; 
last cable was to the effect that the market was steady, special mention be- 
ing made of the quality of the fruit for the coming season. Our business 
has been usually good, inquiries coming from every section for this papier 
variety of canned fruit.—New /ugland Grocer. 

Chicago. 

Everything in this department shows strength, on account of the scarcity 
of most lines. ‘Tomatoes are selling at the same prices as last week and corn 
is also unchanged, but the demand is somewhat improved and practically 
everything else in canned goods, including fish, meats, fruits and vegetab- 
les, is firm and tending upward, California canned fruits are very firm. 
Reports this week say thatthe California canners have almost nothing left. 
Peaches are a very strong item. Also apricots and pears. Gallon apples 
are exceptionally firm and in demand, Salmon just now is showing con- 
siderably more strength, as stocks in jobbers’ hands and on the Pacific coast 
in the hands of canners are extremely light. All grades of this fish are in 
very short supply and the spring demand is only just commencing to be felt. 
The tendency of prices is to go higher. Sardines are steady, with the de- 
mand fairly good. Cove oysters are firm, in good demand from retailers 
and consumers.—Gvocers’ Criterion.

The demand for tomatoes continues very brisk, and supplies are rapid- 
ly becoming lower in consequence. The price asked is the same as last 
week $1.20. The scarcity is not confined to Canada, for reports from all 
parts of the States tell of the Shortage on that side. There is nothing new 
in corn and peas. The demand is no greater than usual. Gallon apples are 
still on the market at the prices quoted a couple of weeks ago. Orders in 
other lines of canned goods are of the hand-to-mouth character. 


Toronto, Can. 

Salmon and tomatoes continue to absorb attention. The situation was 
never stronger. Sugar is quiet and the raw market slightly easier. Evap- 
orated apples are firm, The lower prices for currants have been moved up 
a fraction and it is said the guild has agreed to sell nothing under 6c. The 
high price of lumber has suggested a probable early advance in the wooden- 
ware market. “On all hands business is reported to be, for the season, very 
satisfactory. The lower grades of salmon have advanced. There is said to be 
very little ‘‘ Horseshoe’’ here and none at the coast and other first-class 
brands are also in small compass. 

Tomatoes have firmed up to nearly last week’s highest quotation. The 
usual price named now is $1.20 and no wholesaler would sell many at that. 
The situation is unchanged. Stocks are not regarded as adequate until the 
new pack comes in. Sympathetically, corn and peas are very firm and an 
advance is looked for in these. Salmon occupies a very strong posifion and 
the advance spoken of last week as partial has become general, the only 
difference being that one or two houses continue to throw off 2%e on five- 
case lots.—Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 

Salmon.—The attention of dealers is still devoted to dealing with the 
recent large arrivals, with the result that the market on the spot continues 
quiet. The tone, however, is very firm, both for British Columbia and 
Alaska. ‘The “Seattle Trade Register’ states:—It is reported that some of 
the smaller canneries may be obliged to makea short pack this year, for the 
reason that the market has been nearly stripped of tinplate for salmon cans, 
and a number of packers have not yet obtained their full supplies for the 
coming season. The present prices of tinplate and solder are also said to be 
very high. 

Lobsters.—There is no fresh features to report in this market, but the 
tone remains very firm. 

Sardines.—There has not been much doing, but there is no change to 
note, although, should the demand improve, prices are likely to go higher. 
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Reports of the fishing in Portugal continue of an unsatisfactory character, 
and packers are holding out for higher prices, not only on account of the 
shortage in fish, but because of the present state of the exchange and the 
price of raw material, but buyers are not responding very freely. The 
Velasquez has brought 699 cases, the Lisbon 2,666 cases and the Tasso 579 
cases, the last-named to Hull. 

Meats are meeting with an improving demand at unaltered rates. 

Fruits.—There is a continued good demand for apricots at hardening 
rates. Reports from California state that the apricot buds are not setting, 
and the prospects of the new crop are therefore unfavorable. Pines remain 
a quiet although firm market. The Glenturret has arrived with 2,078 cases, 
and the Stentor with 4,727 cases pines. 


Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—Prices of all kinds keep exceedingly firm, with signs of an 
early advance in Alaska. Large quantities are going into the country, and 
stocks of best in Liverpool are exceedingly small. 

Sardines.—There is indication of an advance, particularly in good groc- 
ery quarters. 

Fruits.—Much more demand for all kinds, particularly apricots. The 
country seems to be taking an interest in apricots, and many thousand of 
cases have gone straight from the quay and ex-store during the last few days. 
Pears are in enquiry. Pines.—In face of the attractive prices now ruling, 
the demand on the spot is only moderate, whilst there is very little doing 
forward. The absence of quotations from Singapore is accounted for by the 
preservers refusing to contract at recent figures. 

Rabbits.—There is no more demand for these goods.—Gyvocers’ Gazelfe. 


Pennsylvania. 


York, Pa.—The Farmers’ Canning Company has held its annual meet- 
ing. Much interest was manifested and satisfaction over the report of the 
treasurer, which showed the net earnings of the past year to be $716.15.

NEW ARTICLES IN CANNED oops. 


The canned has its of activity and 
dullness just as do older commercial productive industries. The 
periods we allude to are not from causes within itself so much as 
from those unaccountable developments which might alinost be ac- 
counted for by the fashion of -taste which undoubtedly prevails. 
We have witnessed during the past twenty-five years several oc- 
curances and recurrences of this kind, and they have developed 
generally in some one or more of the staples. 

About twenty-three years ago one of the heaviest of these 
occured in tomatoes. At that time it was directly attributable 
to the remarkable develepment of canneries in Harford County, 
in this State then the great center of tomato packing. There 
were some four hundred canneries in that county alone, but they 
were very small; in fact it almost seemed as if every farmer's 
back kitchen had become a cannery with a cook stove as the 
plant. They managed by unbusiness-like methods however to 
destroy the market value of tomatoes; to run the price down to 
extraordinary low figures, and in consequence to destroy a great 
many of the canneries. The method of their proceedure was 
very simple. They took orders for all the future tomatoes they 
could pack; bought supplies ad-libitum in Baltimore; sold tomatoes 
to their regular customers, the jobbers, wherever they could take 
orders, and as the season that year was a prolonged one in the 
packing, after having loaded up the jobbers to their full extent, 
they went out into the general market and sold the jobbers’ cus- 
tomers at lower prices than they had sold the principals. Nat- 
urally the backbone of the canned goods industry could not stand 
such action, and the jobbers lost all future faith in packers at 
that time. 
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The weakest of these packers were however weeded out in 
the next two years. Some years later on, there was a great 
slump in the price of corn; caused by an overpack and overbleach- 
ing. Much of the corn became spotted with blue dots from the 
action of too much bleach. In this case as there was an excess 
of corn on hand for requirements at that time, the jobbers took 
occasion to make this spotted condition of the corn the reason for 
breaking prices in every direction. ‘That evil kept the price of 
corn down for several years, till the overplus was consumed. 

In the meantime the industry was spreading steadily through 
all the west; mainly because special machinery had been produc- 


ed in almost every line and it became possible to established can-_ 


neries where previously hands cold not be found to work for them 
because of the scarcity of labor. This development of the in- 
dustry through the West had two special effects; one was a great 
extension of the market over the whole country and the other 
was the creating of an intensity of compeition that had never be- 
fore existed. Ever since that time it has been virtually the East 
against the West or visa versa. 

Several times during this quarter of a century the cry has 
gone up that canned goods production had reached its limit; but 
in each case we lived to see the falsity of the statement; yet now 
in the light of last year’s production and present conditions we 
are inclined to think that for the present time the industry is 
about level with the demand except in some staples which were 
overdone. 

There arrises therefore this important question which always 
most of all concerns us in studying the industry; what shall the 
live minds in the industry do to extend its fields or markets? So 
far as we can see the answer is this; that the industry must fol- 
low out its evident destiny, put everything possibie into tin or 
other hermetically sealed packages so as to become to the hous- 
keeper the purveyor of all kinds of foods, in package shape. 
Naturally our readers will turn to us and say we are doing our 
best in this direction, What shall we put up? Weare aware it 
would make a very long list, just to recapitulate the articles that 
are already packed in tin by the regular canning industry. The 
general headings themselves make a long list, in meats, fish, 
fruits and vegetables, milk, soups and specialties. We have seen 
baked beans grow to an immense business in tin although any 
housewife can soak and bake the beans in herown kitchen. We 
have seen apples and sweet potatoes grow into large supply for 
regular consumption, although they can be kept and carried in 
barrels almost as well as in tin. We have seen sour krout almost 
unsurp the field occupied by the barrelled stock and the house- 
hold production. Lately we have seen even molasses taking its 
position as one of the desirable articles in tin cans; we have seen 
hominy ready to the purchaser’s hand in finer style even than the 
old Virginia darkies used to make it. We mention these articles 
as hinting and pointing the direction we should look for new 
fields for the canner We would suggest that in all the world 
there is nothing more desirable, more healthful, more economical 
than well cooked rice, and we will say boldly there is not one 
Caucasian in a thousand knows how to cook it. Here is an im- 
mense and excellent field for the canner. ‘The world is only be- 
ginning to know and appreciate the fact that the canning house 
is merely scientific cooking and as advanced as our people are to 
day there are very few cooks in our home people. 

In considering anything to which the canner is directing his 
attention it should be calculated that first of all he must have 
margin for profit of some kind; in the second place that he can 
improve the quality of it over and above what the housekeeper 
can do in the kitchen; in the third that he saves the housekeeper 
trouble and expense, giving her what she most needs and saving 
her inconveniences. We feel certain that rice will show a large 
field for all these claims. 

Take onions for another example. We are inclined to think 
that if the housekeeper could buy sliced, and possibly fried onions 
in cans she would no longer waste her tears over them in the 


kitchen. ‘The use of onions in that case with all their healthful- 
ness would not only be improved but a very great inconvenience 
in the kitchen would be obliterated. 

There is another line in which the housekeeper can be vastly 
assisted. We mean the line of dainty and excellent desserts. 
We know that plumb pudding can be bought, but this only fur- 
nishes a sample of what can be done in the line of desserts. What 
the housekeeper will turn to in asking for canned goods will be the 
articles that furnish her what she most wants for quick appli- 
cation, reasonable expense and what is known as ‘‘niceness.’’ 
We are aware that the principle ingredients in most desserts are 
milk and eggs, and we are also aware that milk is the hardest 
thing to handle in the process room. In some sections there are 
vast opportunities for the canned goods business if this difficulty 

_with milk were overcome. 

Thus in the oyster business alone if the difficulty with regard 
to preserving oysters in milk so they would turn out in the or- 
dinary shape of stews could be easily overcome we honestly 
believe a million cases of stewed oysters, of two dozen cans to the 
case could be disposed of readily. For every dinning room, hotel, 
boarding house and restaurant would keep them on hand, as they 
would require nothing but heating in a pot of boiling water to give 
a dish of stewed oysters anywhere in the world on demand. Yet 
we are in possession of two condtradictory assertions with respect 
to the possibility of doing this. One that it cannot be done, 
that it has been tried several times by earnest firms; and the 
other is on the authority of the best of processors, several of 
them, that it can be done, but that it all depends upon the treat- 
ment of the milk before it is used on the oyster. Here is an 
opportunity for live canning firms with brainy superintendents, 
because unquestionably there is a very large market for just such 
a production as this. 

So while the canning business has apparently reached its 
limit, it is only necessary to go one step higher and take a broad- 
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er view, for as we have said its destiny is eventually to give all 
the people all the foods they want in the best varieties and styles. 


Canned Goods in China. 


Under normal conditions American canned goods command a large sale 
and may be said to control the market in China. The fruits and vegetables 
give universal satisfaction, and while the Chinese, since the boycott began, 
have either refrained altogether from buying or have made their purchases 
under cover, their sale to the foreigners has been satisfactory to the im- 
porters. The natives use condensed milk extensively, but seldom indulge 
in cream. 

The manufacturers of Swiss milk have entered the market with a good 
brand and allow Chinese merchants from sixty to ninety days in which to 
make a settlement. This plan enables the native dealers to dispose of part, 
if not all of their purchases before payment is due, and the system has given 
so much satisfaction that the sales are steadily increasing, 

The English control the jam and preserve market and are so strongly 
intrenched that it would appear an almost impossible task to dislodge them. 
The recognized merit and well-deserved popularity of the goods have not, 
however, detered American manufacturers from entering the field, but the 
results thus far have not been particularly encouraging. 

The American product is sweet, clean and palatable, but it is put up in 
cheap, unattractive tin cans with labels that, to say the least, are not exactly 
artistic. The English can is enamelled, and when placed on the table, 
rather creates a desire to ‘“‘look see’’ as the Chinese say, as to what it con- 
tains. 

Australian butter and meats, exported in ships containing refrigerating 
plants and kept constantly in cold storage after their arrival in Hong- 
Kong, control the market because they are good and wholesome and com- 
paratively inexpensive. Their sale, however, is confined largely to the 
foreigners,

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CORRESPONDENCE. 
BALTIMORE, April 2, 1906. 
There has been some pretty heavy buying of Tomatoes this week and 
we are in a position to say that at least one of the largest outside holders of 
Tomatoes, who has been offering No. 3 Standards freely at $1.00 per dozen, 
has been entirely cleaned out. This makes a very much better market. The 
quantity of No. 3 Standard Tomatoes now in sight, at under $1.10 per dozen 
oe is very light. There has been a very decided increase in the inquiries for 
F Tomatoes and some good general buying. We are getting inquiries from 
ne all sections of the country, and in some cases, from points which have not 
; been buying Tomatoes in Baltimore for a longtime. It is quite evident that 
the usual sources of supply are cleaned out, which seems to emphasize one 
thing, and that is, that the bulk of the Tomatoes which will be required be- 
tween now and the packing season for the entire country, will have to come 
out of Baltimore. 


The future market is unchanged. The same general conditions prevail, 

viz.: packers are apparently not very anxious to sell, nor buyers to place 

their orders. If the expected improvement in the spot Tomato market ma- 
% terializes, it may have the effect of again reviving buying of futures. 

Corn.—There is a very general demand for Corn, but our business this 
week has been principally on Harford County Style Shoe Peg, at 52%c per

Future Maine Style Corn is selling fairly well. We are still in a posi- 
tion to book your orders at 52'%4c per dozen, less 14 per cent f. o. b. factory, 
but packers are disposed to go slowly at this low price. 

Apples.—The situation here on apples has been getting stronger right 
along. As previously advised, there are no gallon apples in Baltimore, and 
very few elsewhere. 

é Peas.—The few odd lots of Standard Early June Peas in Baltimore are 
gradually going out. One by one these small lots scattered around are be- 
ing cleaned up, and it looks as though we will soon be out of the Standard 
grade. 

We are quoting future Baltimore packed No. 2 Standard Early June or 
Marrowfat Peas at 7oc per dozen regular f. 0. b. Baltimore. 

Pineapples.—There has already been considerable business done on new 
packed pineapples. We are now in a position to quote prices on new goods 
as follows:

THE SpoT MARKET:— 

The present month closes with the same general features surrounding 
the spot market as obtained the opening Qf last month. Demand continues 
to be governed by buying for actual wants only, though there can be no 
question that the continued day-to-day buying, even in small lots, has very 
much reduced stocks on some of the lines of Fruits and Vegetables here, 
leaving the market on such lines in good position, 

Stocks unsold in first hands here of the more important lines, have, by 
means of this continued ‘small lot’’ buying, been reduced to such position 
that the least demand of any consequence for Spring wants, must advance 
present quotations. More particularly does this position of stocks apply to 
Peas, String Beans, Lima Beans, Sweet Potatoes, Sour Krout, Peaches of all 
sorts, Pears and Apples. 

In Tomatoes outside holdings have continued to dominate the situation, 
and up to the present have been sufficient to supply current demand at fig- 
ures very much below quotatious named some time ago by the larger hold- 
ers. To what extent these outside holdings will continue to obtain, is diffi- 
cult to determine now. Asa matter of fact, the extent to which they have 
already shaped the market, has been a surprise to the trade as a whole,

Spot Tomatoes.—Actual business beyond carload lots is not general. 
Gossip reigns supreme. Reports say small holders have been relieved of 
80,000 cases or more, and yet like Aladdin’s Lamp, there is now and thena 
car or two unsold at $1.05 for Full Standard Country Packed, which price, 
since packing season has been the Jobbers’ limit. Buyers who will not con- 
sider ragged edge lots are evading the broker, and instead are using the ad- 
vertising column of various trade journals in order to secure. Jobbers con- 
tinue to observe conditions through smoked glasse. Asa result, day-to-day 
business has required no actual overtime writing contracts, and yet, as 
calm often precedes the storm, the cyclone cellar may yet be necessary. 
As usual, Tomatoes permit the opportunity for those who wish to guess. 
The man who guesses correctly, will be a winner, and when the Declaration 
of Independence is next celebrated, there will be more ‘*I told you sos ”’ than 
there are at present, ‘‘I tell you nows."’ Those who can tell you now will 
be too busy at the time this future event arrives to enter into detail. The 
interesting question with them at that time will be how to spend their 
money. 

Future Tomatoes.—Future Tomatoes continue firm, with most orders 
which are passing prescribing certain popular Brands and a number of early 


orders have been duplicated Should the buying become general it would 
require a few days only, to clean up all offerings on the basis of 75¢ f. 0. b. 
for 3s and 55 to 57%cf. o. b. for 2s. 

Corn.—Continues to move slowly, consumptive demand is good and the 
trade don’t seem adverse to carrying fair size stocks, as prevailing prises are 
considered safe with the odds much more in favor of an advance than a de- 
decline. 

Sweet Potatoes.—At this season of the year when it is next to impossi- 
ble to obtain prime raw Sweet Potatoes, even to supply an ordinary family, 
for one meal, it is surprising to note the lack of interest shown in the cann- 
ed product. It is also notable that the sale of Canned Sweet Potatoes is al- 
most unknown in some of the largest Canned Goods markets. To those 
especially we would suggest the examination of some of our choicest pack, 
which we believe would result in more favorable impressions and lead to a 
volume of business, which would encourage this industry from the pecker’s 
standpoint, besides giving consumers the benefit of a canned article that is 
tempting, nutritive healthful and equal in every way to the new Potato in 
the early summer.

The negotiations under way for selling arrangements for American 
goods among the various interests represented have not yet been closed, 
but it is intimated that an agreement will be reached this week. During 
the past week a marked increase in the demand for spot and futures at 
currant prices was noticeable and sales footed up a good volume. Sprats 
also attracted good attention and sales at full quotations were booked. Im- 
ported oil goods remain firm under a good demand and prices show decided 
firmness. 

Summing up the domestic sardine market, Jed Frye & Co., of New 
York, say as follows: ‘*There is an increasing demand for American sar- 
dines both of spots and futures. The negotiations for a selling arrangement 
among the various interests represented are progressing rapidly, and the 
prospects are better than they ever have been for an agreement. This will, 
of course, mean an advance in price, and will do more than anything else 
toward restoring the confidence of the jobbers in the goods, and they will 
not repeat their experience of last year, when they bought on a constantly 
declining market. The intention is to open the new season with as low a 
price as the condition will permit, but higher than the recent quotations, 
and to keep it uniform during the year.”’

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Federal Court Decision Allows Manufacturers to Make 
Retail Prices. 


A decision has just been handed down in the United States Circuit 
Court of the Southern District of Ohio which will be of greatest importance 
to the canning trade, though the dicision, which involves the right of a 
manufacturer to put restricted prices on his goods, was rendered in a case 
where a dry goods manufacturer insisted on his goods being sold at a stated 
price. 
In the dicision, it was held that such right is legally vested in the man- 
ufacturer where he has not an absolute monopoly of the goods he sells, the 
court holding that it is in the interests of the general tradé that a manufact- 
urer should be permitted to have his product handled in a manner which 
will best benefit his trade. 

If this decision stands the test of the higher courts, it will mean that 
there is a method open whereby grocers can put a stop to ruinous price- 
cutting by department stores and cut price pirates. 

In this particular instance, the court did not dwell strongly on the 
general proposition of restricted prices, but decided along the lines of the 
contract of sale, wherein the purchaser bought the goods under a contract 
which called for sales at a certain figure and the court held that as long as 
the form of contract was not in restraint of legitimate trade, it did not come 
under the provisions of the anti-trust law. 

For many years many manufacturers have endeavored to protect their 
customers on prices, their efforts meeting with rather indifferent success in 
most instances. There was usually a loophole where some one wonld sell 
below the set price and the goods would get in the hands of some merchant 
who would use them as a leader in a cut price sale. 

Department houses and mail order concerns have been the chief offend- 
ers and when the manufacturer was taken to task by the retailer, he took 
shelter behind the statement that the goods were bought from some one over 
whom he had no control and that he was powerless to insist on a set price 
for his merchandise 

This undiscriminate cutting has caused much uneasiness on the part of 
the small retailers, who have no means of redress. 

Now that there is a court decision upholding the right of a concern to 
insist on uniform prices, there is an opening for the retailers to get together 
and insist to the manufacturers that they cut off the supply of those who 
are demoralizing business by selling leading lines at ruinous figures. 

By the decision, associations are now in a position to insist on the man- 
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ufacturer making contracts with the jobber and the jobber with the retailer, 
which will put a stop to the practice of price cutting. 

In a statement to a New York paper this week, Sydney M. Colgate, of 
the soap firm of Colgate & Co., has this to say concerning the decision: 

“While the decision will probably not have the effect of entirely cutting 
out the practice of selling at cut prices, a decision from a United States 
court of this nature will undoubtedly go a long way in showing retailers 
that they are not privileged to do what they please with his goods when 
there is a contract to the contrary. . 

For instance, take the articles manufactured by this concern. While 
we do not demand any written contract or agreement from retailers as to 
sustaining prices, at the same time, for the protection of our regular cus- 
tomers and the public, we fix a retail price for each article. If a retail 
dealer advertises the article for sale at a lower price we know by inference 
that he is not dealing fairly by his competitors in trade nor by the public. 
He is simply using our goods of proven quality as a bait, in order to sell 
other goods at an exorbitant profit. He is therefore not an honest dealer. 

The only alternative we have is to sell him no more goods, 

Many instances of price-cutting have been brought to our attention 
recently—in almost every case below cost price—and as a consequence many 
names of retail concerns have gone on our cut-off list. 

No matter what the higest courts may do with this decision its effect 
will remain, and the tendency toward careful dealing will continue. 

In my opinion the public is heartily tired of ‘fake’ sales of all kinds, and 
while willing to pay for what it gets will no longer submit to petty scremes 
originated with the idea of deceiving.”’ 


Utica, N. Y.—The annual meeting of the Mohawk River Canning Com- 
pany was held in Utica, N.Y. The following directors were elected: Henry 
I,. Gates, Fred J. Brill, John W. Brill. The directors elected officers as 
follows: President, Henry lL. Gates; vice-president and manager, Fred J. 
Brill, secretary and treasurer, John W. Brill. The factory at Fonda owned 
by this company will be enlarged and improved the coming season. Both 
vegetables and fruit are canned at that plant. The Lowell factory owned 
by the same company, which was burned last year, will not be rebuilt this 
season, 

Pentwater, Mich.—W. R. Roach of Hart has just closed a deal with 
George EK. Dewey of Shelby for the erection of a fine canning factory in that 
village. It is a long felt want in that locality, and will be an excellent thing 
for the proprietor and the community says an Exchange.
